Subject: — Import polici/ for the year April 1968 — March 1969. 

No. 59-ITC(PN)/68.—Attention is Invited to paragraph 25 in Section I of the 
Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book Vol. I) for the period April 1968—March 
1969, Issued under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No- 50-ITC(PN)/68 
dated ist April 1968 as subsequently amended by Public Notices No. 54-ITC(PN)/ 
68 dated 2nd April 1968 and No. 68-ITC(PN)/88 dated 8th April, 1908- 

2. In terms of the aforesaid paragraph, the licences Issued for spare parts lo 
units engaged In priority industries can be utilised for the import of Items listed 
In Appendix 3 to the Red Book upto 5 per cent of their face value, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 10,000/-. The Import of a single item Is also not permitted in 
excess of E's- I.OOOL in value. 

3. It Is further prescribed that licensees requiring to Import the spares Usted 
in the said Appendix 3 in excess of the value limits as Indicated above should 
apply for specific endorsement on the licence to this effect, Inmishing a list of the 
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items sought to be Imported- It has now been decided that the requests for such 
endorsements will be considered in the following manner; — 

(a) Requests for import of items which are otherwise banned for Import in 

terms of the current policy, will not be entertained- 

(b) Requests for Import of items which are otherwise allowed for Import to 

actual users on restricted basis In terms of the current policy may be 
tnade to the licensing authorities concerned through the respective 
sponsoring authority. 

(c) Requests for import of items which are otherwise allowed for Import to 

actual users on restricted basis in terms of the current policy may be 
the respective sponsoring authorities, except that the S.S.I. units and 
the units sponsored by the State Drugs Controllers or State Directors 
of Industries should make such applications to the licensing authority 
direct. 

(d) In the cases referred to at,(h) & (c) above, the licensing authorities will 

consider the requests on merits and allow Import to the extent con¬ 
sidered reasonable, within the overall value of the licence.
